Republican Party ’Widely Split 


by Bitter Fight— Breach 


Too Wide to Close 


CHICAGO, June 24.—W ith nearly 
SBO of the Roosevelt delegates declin­ 
ing to vote a%d hastening away at ad­ 
journment time to tender Roosevelt 
the nomination of a new party the 
fifteenth Republican National conven­ 
tion Saturday night renominated W il­ 
liam H. Taft as President, and James 
S. Sherman as Vice President. W ith 
the party admittedly facing the great­ 
est crisis in its history the convention 
adjourned at 10:30 p. rn. 
No other names but that of W. H. 
Taft and Robert M. La Follette, U. 8. 
Senator frotn Wisconsin, 
were pre­ 
sented for the presidential nomination. 
Theodore Roosevelt would not allow 
his name to be presented, and in ac­ 
cordance with his request in a state­ 
ment read before the convention, 344 
Roosevelt delegates, present 
at the 
roll call, refused to vote. These in­ 
cluded the delegations from Califor­ 
nia, Kansas, Maine, 
Minnesota, Ne­ 
braska, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania. 
South Dakota and West Virginia, most 
of these hurrying from the convention 
at its adjournment to aid in the form­ 
ing of the new progressive party, with 
Roosevelt as its head. Senator Cum­ 
mins also refused to allow his name 
to be used as a candidate before the 
convention. 
The Nominating Ballots 
For President: Taft, 561; 
Roose­ 
velt, 107; La Follette, 41; Cummins, 
17; Hughes, 2; absent, 6; present but 
not voting, 344. Total, 1078. 
For Vice-president: 
Sherman, 597; 
Borah, 21; Hadley, 14; Merriam, 20; 
Beveridge, 2: Gillett, I; absent, 71; 
not voting, 352. 
The two California delegates, claim­ 
ed and admitted by the Taftites, voted 
for Taft amid a storm of “ boos,” aa 
there was when Warren G. Harding 
of Ohio, placing Taft in nomination, 
referred to Taft as “the greatest pro­ 
gressive of his time.” 
Lawrence Y. Sherman of Illinois, 
who had been ill in the hospital from 
a sudden attack during the con von-' 
Hon, insisted on being taken into the 
convention hall to vote for Roosevelt. 
John Wanamaker of Pennsylvania 
seconded Taft's nomination. 
Ex-Rep­ 
resentative J. Van Vechten Olcott of 
New York, presented the 
name 
of 
Vice President Sherman for renomi­ 
nation. 
Arkansas seconded the nom­ 
ination. 


First Tsst Vets

delegates 
present but not voting 343, and 
63 
noes, of which 36 came from La Fol­ 
lette, from the states of 
Wisconsin

Massachusetts Challenged 
Massachusetts 
was 
challenged. 
When the delegates refused to vote. 
Root 
ruled 
that 
their 
alternates' 
names be called. This awakened the 
wildest disorder all over the hall. The 
Roosevelt men in the Massachusetts 
delegation stood on their chairs bratt­ 
ishing their fists and yelling at the 
chairman. Urged by the polioe 
and 
sergeant-at-arms, the 
angry 
Massa­ 
chusetts men slowly took their seats 
but the hall rang with protests and 
shouts of “ robbers,” “thieves.” At last 
quiet supervened. Fosdiek of Massa­ 
chusetts asked an explanation of the 
chairman's ruling. 
Root replied in view of the chal­ 
lenge on the vote and thg individual 
delegates not answering, he required 
the calling of alternates.

weak to permit forcible feeding.

The action followed the doctor’s 
warning that she must be remov­ 
ed lf it was hoped to save her 
life.

Smith, New Man at the Game, 


Has the Nerve and Natural 


Skill to Drive 


FIRST TIME UP 
OVER IOO FEET 


Has a Date to Give Exhibition 


at Tucson, Ariz,, on the 


Fourth of July 


Yesterday morning at 9 o’clock a 
big biplane driven by J. Floyd Smith 
swooped down upon Santa Ana and 
landed in a 
barley 
field 
on 
the 
Palmer tract. The flight was from a 
field at Stanton twelve miles from 
Santa Ana, and was accomplished in 
fifteen minutes. 
Smith IS a San Diego man. For the 
last seven years he and F. D. Shaw 
of Santa Ana have been doing vaude­ 
ville 
acrobatic 
stunts. 
Not 
long 
since the two men concluded that it 
was no far cry from double 
somer­ 
saults in the air to a climb Into an 
aeroplane. 
So they came to Santa 
Ana, went to work In the old can­ 
nery building, where 
Martin 
built 
several of his machines, and turned 
out a biplane. 
A Hall-Scott engine 
was 
bought 
from Martin. 
It Is the same engine 
that Martin used at Domingues and 
at Oakland when he made his 9,109 
foot altitude record. 
The machine was taken to Stan­ 
ton for 
practice. 
Difficulties 
were 
numerous. 
Smith was 
new 
at the 
game, but every time the engine was 
in working order and the sand not 
too heavy to keep him from getting 
up speed he got up and circled the 
field. 
In these trials he did not rise 
over IOO feet. 
Yesterday morning with his engine 
working in good shape, Smith arose 
and made two or three short flights. 
It had been agreed that he would go 
some place where it was easier to 
get off the ground. Smith knew that 
the Palmer tract here was an ideal 
place for that kind 
of 
work. 
So 
Smith decided to move, and at 8:46 
o’clock he got into the air and head­ 
ed for 8anta Ana. 
He 
arose 
to a 
height of about 1200 feet, and made 
a safe 
landing. 
He 
demonstrated 
that he has the nerve and 
natural 
skill to drive an aeroplane. 
Smith's wife 
and 
son 
and 
his 
mecnanlcian, 
Charles 
Day, 
who 
headed Martin’s constructing 
force, 
came in on an electric 
car. 
They 
will stay here for several days. It is 
probable that Smith 
w ill 
make a 
flight over the city In the next day 
or two. 
The machine is to be crated and 
shipped to Tucson. Ariz., for flights 
on the Fourth of July. The date was 
made through Glenn Martin. 
Smith’s machine has the 
Forman 
control. 
The propeller 
is in front, 
and there Is no front control. 
The 
aviator's seat is to the rear of the 
propeller and engine. 
The machine 
la a big one, 
weighing 
over 
1150 
pounds. 
It hat a spread 
of 
forty- 
four feet. 
The biplane used by Mar­ 
tin in his trip to 
Catalina had 
a 
spread of thirty-four feet.

OR the first time In forty years 
a national convention of one of 
the leading parties Is to be held 
in Baltimore. In thb old days 
the Maryland metropolis was the con 
Tendon city of the country, oven more 
ao than Chicago lf now. Bot with the 
movement of population westward the 
big town at the head of the Chesa­ 
peake lost ber political primacy. 
Almost from tho day that the con­ 
vention system came Into vogue In 
American politics Baltimore forged to 
the front aa the leading national con­ 
vention town. Perhaps one reason was 
that abe was situated midway between 
the north and the south. Another was 
that she was one of the largest cities 
In the country. A third was ber prox­ 
imity to the national capital, Balti­ 
moreans even now speaking of Wash­ 
ington ae a suburb. A fourth was her 
hoepltallty. She makes every guest feel 
that be is one of ber “own folks” end 
that she la at bls service to entertain 
end make him feel at home. No trou­ 
ble la too great for ber to take In his 
behalf. 
Subtly, but without flattery, 
she gives bim the delightful Impres­ 
sion that be bae a distinguished place 
In ber regard. With a floe old south­ 
ern courtesy about which there la no 
stiffness or formality and with a gra­ 
ciousness about which there la no .pre­ 
tense, she lends a new meaning to the 
word “welcome.” 
President Jackson we* nominated to 
Baltimore to 1832. as was Van Buran, 
not only for tho campaign of 1836, when 
he was elected, but for that of 1840, 
when be was defeated by William 
Henry Harrison. 
la 1844 both con­ 
ventions met to the Maryland me­ 
tropolis, that of the Whigs naming 
Henry Clay and that of the Democrats 
choosing James K. Polk. Four‘years 
later the Democrats again aasembled 
to Baltimore, uomlnstlug Lewis Cass. 
8.>111 en Slavery. 
Both the Whig and Democratic con­ 
ventions of tint were held to Balti­ 
more, tbs respective candidates them 
chosen boing Genera! Winfield Scott 
and general Franklin Pierce. In 1860 
the Democratic convention met to 
Charleston, but spilt on the Slavery 
question, and both wings later assem­ 
bled In Baltimore, placing two tickets 
to the field, one headed By Stephen A. 
Douglas and tho other by John a 
Breckinridge. This spilt marked the 
end of Democratic ascendency ta the 
government tor a period of twenty- 
four years. President Lincoln was re­ 
nominated In Baltimore in 1864, and In 
1872 the Democratic convention to the 
•ame city Indorsed Horace Greeley, 


Liberal Republicans. 
That was • the 
leat Brant national convention beld to 
Baltimore until this yeer. 
It would b i a strange coincidence lf 
the city that taw the division of tbs 
Democratic party ta fSflO, a division 
that drove It from power practically 
tor fifty years, should this year witness 
It completely reunited and ready to 
return to power for nu indefinite period 
because of the division oMhe Repub­ 
licans. Vet t^ls very raiult la among 
the possibilities. 
The Democratic convention will be 
held to the Fifth regiment armory. 


which Is Baltimore's largest auditori­ 
um. 
The vaulted roof of this greet 
building Is more than IOO feet above 
the main floor. The drill room, In which 
the convention will be held. ta capable 
of seating 12,000 persona without 
crowding. Its dimensions ara 200 by 
800 feet, giving 60,000 square feet of 
floor specs. 
There ara already two 
balconies, and by building raised plat­ 
forms at the ends of the ball It Is ex­ 
pected that 20,000 persons can be ac­ 
commodated at the sessions of the con 
Tendon. There ara twenty-one smaller 
rooms about the building that can be 
used for committee and press rooms. 
The armory la situated In the north 
era part of the city near the Pennsyl­ 
vania and Baltimore and Ohio stations 
and within fifteen minutes' ride from 
the business section where most of the 
hotels ara situated. 
It will be an inspiring acone when 
at high noon of June 25 the gavel falls 
calling to order the Democratic nation 
a1 convention of 1012—Inspiring be­ 
cause of the roseate prospects of vic­ 
tory for the first time to twenty years. 
Inspiring because at last Democratic 
principles are coming Into general ac­ 
ceptance even by Its political foes and 
Inspiring because of the historic asso­ 
ciations. 
Casting its eyes at Wash­ 
ington—lf a convention bas eyes to 
cast—It win behold the bouse of rep­ 
resentatives overwhelmingly 
Demo­ 
cratic and only a narrow margin in the 
way of controlling the senate. Look­ 
ing farther afield, it will ase Demo­ 
cratic 
governors 
of 
twenty-seven 
•tatee, fourteen of them being north­ 
ern states. Ae there ara only forty- 
eight states altogether, that Is quite a 
healthy majority. 
It will see a sec­ 
tion of the Republicans more favorable 
to Democratic principles than to tho 
other wing of their own party. It will 
behold a vast majority of the people 
favorable to tariff reduction and other 
Democratic planks. 
Four Presidents Named In Baltimore. 
National conventions did not come. 
Into vogue until shout 1832, and ainee 
that time the Democratic party baa 
beld twenty. TMS year It will meet in 
the city where at least night of these 
twenty have convened and where tour 
Democratic presidents. Jackson, Van 
Buran, Polk aud Pierce, were nominat­ 
ed. Thus the Baltimore meeting will 
suggest u great past, a harmonious 
present and a bright future. That sort 
of a happy combination has not been 
eo frequent In recent Democratic his­ 
tory aa to have become monotonous. 
The convention will be called to or­ 
der by Norman B. Mack, chairman of 
the Democratic national committee,

The information thus received en­ 
ables the officer in charge at head­ 
quarters to prepare or alter plans to 
meet the ever-shifting fire menace, by 
arranging to move men, supplies and 
tools to the region of greatest dan­ 
ger at

much after the manner that a gener­ 
al handles his forces when on the de­ 
fensive.
